DENNIS 
HANKS TALKS OF 
UNCLB 
ABE IN AN INTERESTING MANNER. 


Conversation with tho Man who Taug ht 
Lincoln 
to Read—Description 
o f 
Linco ln’s Boy hood and Youth— 
Phy sical and M ental Traits. 


[Paris (We.) Gazette.] 
The following interview, held in this city 
about two weeks since with our g rand- 
father, Dennis F. 
Hanks, by the Rev. 
Robert McInty re, of Charleston, reg arding 
the early life of President Abraham Lincoln, 
and which appeared 
in The Charleston 
Courier, will be of g reat interest to our 
readers. 
Uncle Dennis, as he is familiarly 
known, makes his home in Paris with his 
daug hter, Mrs. J ames Shaoff. 
I found him 
hale and erect, ready to account for the ben 
eiit of a y oung er g eneration the incidents 
which marked the y outh of the marty red 
president. 
His name is Dennis Hanks, and 
ho is a cousin of Lincoln. 
Uncle Dennis, os 
he is called, is a ty pical Kentuckian, born 
in Hardin county , 1799. 
His face is sun- 
bronzed and plowed with furrows of time; a 
resolu te mouth, with firm g rip of the jaws, 
and a broad forehead above a pair of un- 
weariable eye*. 
To ou r q u ery he replied cheerily: 
“Certainly, certainly, sir, I'll talk to you 
abo u t Abe. 
I kin talk, too, bein’ as I’m 
the only livin’ m an th at knows all abo u t 
him .” 
4 How old was Mr. Lincoln when you first 
met him!” 
“Abou t 24 hou rs—hardly that. 
I rikkilect 
I ru n all the way. over two milos to see 
Nancy Hanks* boy baby. 
’Twas common 
then for connection to gather in them days 
to see new babies. 
H er nam e was Nancy 
Hanks before she m arried Thomas Lincoln. 
I held the wee one a m innit 
I was 10 year» 
old. and it tickled me to hold the pu lpy, red, 
little Lincoln.” 
“In the ‘Life of Lincoln,’ pu blished after 
his nomination, it is stated th a t you tau g h t 
him to read.” 
“Yes. sir, I did. 
I tau ght him to spell, 
read and cipher. 
He knew his letters pretty 
wellish; bu t no more. 
His m other tau g h t 
him his letter*. 
If ever there was a good 
woman on earth she was one, a tru e Chris­ 
tian of the B abtist chu rch; 
bu t she died 
soon after we arrived, and left him w itho u t 
a teacher; his father cou ldn’t read a w o rd.” 
“Is it possible he had no schooling?” 
“Only abo u t one q u arter, scarcely th a t 
I 
then set m to help him ; I didn’t know mu ch, 
bnt I did the best I cou ld.” 
“ What books did he read first}” 
“ Webster’s 
speller. 
When I g ot him 
throug h that! I only had a copy of Indiana 
statutes. 
Then he g ot hold of a book; I 
can’t rikkilert the name; may be y ou kin if 
I tell y ou somethin’ et was in it 
It told of 
a y arn about a feller, a nig g er or suthin’, 
that sailed a flatboat up to a rock« and the 
rock was mag netized and drawed the nails 
out of his boat, an’ be g ot a duckin’, or 
drowned, or suthin’, I forg et now.” 
“ That is the story of Sinbad in the 'Ara­ 
bian Nig hts.” * 
“ That’* it, that’s the book. 
Abe would lay 
on the fioor with a chair under hi* head 
and laug h over them 4 ’Rabiau Nig hts’ by 
the hour. 
I to ld him it was likely lies from 
eu d to end, but he learned to read rig ht well 
in it.” 
“Had he any o ther books V 
“Yes; 1 borrowed fo r him the ‘Life of 
W ashington’ and the ‘Speeches of H enry 
C lay.’ They had a powerfu l influ ence ou 
him. 
Ho told me afterw ards in the W hite 
Hou se, he wanted to live like W ashington. 
His speeches show th a t; bu t the o ther book 
did tu o most am azing work. 
He w ai a 
Democrat like his father and all of u s, when 
he Logan to reu d i t 
W hen he closed it he 
was a Whig, heart and sou l, and he went 
step by stop u ntil ho became leader of the 
Repu blicans.” 
“Will you describe him when a boy}" 
• Weil, ho was a t this time not grown, 
only six ioet two inches high. 
He was six 
loot, fou r aud ou e-hu lf inches when 
g rown— 
tail, lathy , and gangling—not mu ch ap­ 
pearance, 
not haiiLou u e, 
not u gly, 
but 
peculiar. 
This 
k ini of a fellow; Xi a man 
rode up horso-baok, Abe wou ld bo the first 
one out, up on tho leu co and asking q u estions 
till his lather wou ld g ive him a kuock side 
o' tho head; taon he’d go throw at snowbirds 
or suthin', bu t ponderin’ all the while. ’ 
“ W as ho active tu id strong }” 
“ iio was that, 
1 was 10 
y ears older, but 
I couldn't rnsslo him down. 
ills 
leg s was 
too long for me to throw him. 
Ho would 
Chug one foot upon my shoulder and make 
u.e nw.ug corners swift, and his arms -so 
* mg anu strong 1 
My , how he would eh » p! 
Ilia ax would Hash uud b ite’ int.» a sug ur- 
treo or sy camore, and down it would come, 
it y uu heard him railin’ trees m a clearin' 
you would say there were tnree men at work 
i v tuo way trees lelL 
But he never was 
-uv>/ or q u arrelsome. I've neu him walk 
into a cr -w i of sawm’ rowdies, and toilsome 
ur u. y arn uni bust them alt up. 
it was the

-ome about Him.” 
"W nat aid you teaea him to write with} ’ 
“Swju ieUmes ho wou ld write with u

We got a little paper u t 
the cou ntry town, and 1 made mk ou t of 
Lmckberry Lriar-root and a little copperas

first pen ou t of a tu rkey bu zzard feather; 
them » go> d lor i*mis, 
W e hu d no gee-e

his rail*; but nobody pan tall About t h a t , I 


split some of ’em, and we had a rail frolic 
Mid folks c u m and helped split 
He wee a 
master hand mau lin’ rails. I heard him Say 
in a speech one day abou t these rails; ‘If I 
didn’t make tbeee, I made many ju st as 
good.’ Then the crowd yelled.” 
« One more q u estion: Did he get hie rare 
sense end sterling principle from one parent

“Both; his strong will from his father. I’ll 
tell you an incident: His father u eed to 
swear a little, and one day his baby girl 
K 
icked u p a fou l oath and was bru isin’ the 
itter morsel in her sweet lips when Nancy 
called ‘Thomas!’and said: ‘Listen, hu sband.’ 
He stopped that habit thar; never swore 
again. Bu t Abe’s kindliness, hu mor, love 
of hu manity, hatred of slavery, all cAme 
from her. 
I am free to say Abe waa a 
mother’s boy.” 


A Drumm er in Tex as.

A dru mmer who had been down in Texas 
was telling of his experiences and observa­ 
tions there. He had entered the state feel­ 
ing that he was risking his life by going 
among su ch barbarians as he had su pposed 
the Texans to be, bu t u pon better ac­ 
q u aintance with the people this idea q u ickly 
disappeared from bis mind. 
“I was badly scared, thoug h,” he said, “ the 
third day I was in the state.
